not all — but helps 


George Best was an 
introvert who tried to 
show himself as an ex- 
trovert — this is the odd 
view of former Everton 
and Northern Ireland 
Billy Bin- 
‘gham, currently in Syd- 
ney. 

Bingham was closely con- 
nected with Best and regards 
him as the best footballer he has 
ever seen. 

“Pure, natural talent,” says 
Bingham. “Few people know the 
other side of his character. 

“He was always ready to come 
along and take a big interest in 
handicapped and retarded chil- 
dren. 

“| could tell many stories about 
this facet of his nature, which 
goes completely unreported.” 

Bingham has been giving a 
great hand to Ku-ring-gai As- 
sociation and club during a 
closed season visit. 

He was in the Everton team 
that won the Football League 
First Division banner in 1962/3. 

Between 1951, when he first 
appeared as a youngster against 


France, and 1964 he played 56 
times in Northern treland’s col- 
ours. 

In 1959 he went close to a FA 
Cup medal, when Luton went 
down 1-2 to Nottingham Forestin 
the Wembly final after beating 
them 4-1 a few weeks previously. 

He worked his way through the 
coaching set-up from Fourth to 
First Division. 

He was in the Irish team that 
defeated Italy and Portugal in the 
World Cup preliminaries and 
went to the finals in Sweden in 
1958. 

They defeated Czechos- 
lovakia 1-0 and drew 1-1 with 
Germany. 

Bingham believes that cy- 
cles contribute a lot to suc- 
cess in soccer. 

“Sometimes the right blend 
‘comes together. Money certainly 
doesn't always buy success.” he 
says. 

His career is greatly influenced 
_by Sir Walter Winterbottom, the 
man who set up the English 
coaching scheme. 

He was glad to see England 
get a blend of “British push” and 
the insights of the Continental 
approach. 


“The public wants spectacle 
and goals, and clubs are now 
much more flexible and work 
more on techniques,” Bingham 
believes. 


He had two years as coach of 


the Greek national team. 

“We were due to play Italy, and 
| was called in front of the Greek 
Minister for Sport,” he recounts.

Liverpool created a 
record by winning its 
third championship in 
the past four seasons. 

Its magnificent points tally of 
68 was also a new record for the 
first division. 

Not only did the new champ- 
ions remain undefeated at home, 
but they won the league title by a 
comfortable margin of eight 
points. 

In its forty-two matches Liver- 
pool conceded more than a 
single goal only once, against 
Aston Villa at Villa Park. 

Aston Villa was the only club to 
retain its 1977/78 ranking and 
again finished the season in 
eighth position. 

Of the three promoted clubs 
Tottenham did best by finishing 
11th, while Southampton and 
Bolton completed the season in 
14th and 17th place respectively. 

Seven clubs improved on their 
1977/78 placings. 

Ipswich was by far the biggest 
improver, moving up twelve 
rungs, from 18th last season to a 
very respectable 6th in 1978/79. 

Leeds and Bristol each moved 
up four places, from 9th to Sth 
and 17th to 13th. - : 

West Bromwich Albion 
climbed three rungs from 6th to 
third, while Middlesborough 
moved up two from 14th to 12th. 

The other two clubs to move 
up were Manchester United, 
10th to 9th and of course Liver- 
pool, who only moved up the one 
place, but it was the one that mat- 
tered most. 

A total of eleven clubs took a 
slide down the league ladder. 

The two to crash most spec- 


tacularly were Manchester City, 
from 4th in 1977/78 to 15th and 
Birmingham City, who dropped 
10 places from 11th to 2ist in 
1978/79. 

Derby County moved down 
seven rungs, Chelsea six, while 
Norwich, Coventry, Wolves each 
dropped three places. 

Arsenal, Nottingham, Everton 
and Queens Park Rangers were 
the other clubs to lose ground. 

A total of 1217 goals were 
scored in the 462 league 


“matches, 716 by the home teams 


and 501 by the visiting clubs for 
an average of 2.63 goals per 
match. 

This total compares with 1231 


goals scored last season and — 


1183 scored in 1976/77. 

Of the 462 matches played 
144 or 31:2% resulted in draws, 
160 (34.6%) in one goal wins, 91 
(19.7%) in two-goal decisions, 
42 (9.1%) in three-goal margins 
and 17 (38.7%) in four-goal wins. 

Only in 8 matches (1.7%) was 
the goal difference in excess of 
four. 

Thus in 65.8% of all the 
matches played not more than a 
single goal separated the par- 
ticipating clubs. 

Most goals, nine, were scored 
when Middlesborough defeated 
Chelsea 7.2. 

The highest winning margin for 


the season was seven goals, - 


when Liverpool trounced Tot- 
tenham 7-0. 
. Three clubs netted seven 
goals in a match. Apart from the 
two results mentioned, West 
Bromwich Albion defeated 
Coventry Gity with a scoreline of 
7-1. 

A total of 22 different results 


were recorded in the 462 
matches. 

Eight of these were repeated 
more ‘than 25 times. 1-0 was 
once again the most common 
scoreline, being recorded 83 
times, followed by 1-1 (72 times), 
2-1 (56), 2-0 (45), 3-1 (42), 0-0 
(39), 3-0 (29) and 2-2 (28 times). 

Three results repeated more 
than ten times were: 3-2 (18 
matches), 4-1 (12) and 4-0 (11). 

Six matches ended with a 5-1 
score, while 3-3 was the result on 
five occasions, 5-0, 4-2 and 4-3 
were each recorded three times, 
6-0 twice, while 7-0, 7-1, 5-2, 7-2 
and 5-3 were once only 
scorelines. 

Liverpool with 85 goals proved 
themselves the most prolific 
scorers for the season, while 
West Bromwich Albion (72) and 
Leeds United (70) were the only 
other two clubs to reach the 70 
mark. 

Birmingham City netted only 
37 goals and was in fact the only 
club that failed to average a goal 
per match. 

Liverpool also could boast of 
having the best defensive re- 
cord, conceding only 16 goals in 
the 42 league games... 

Nottingham Forest was next 
best with 26 against. At the other 
end ofthe scale Chelsea allowed

championship and retired re-- 


cently is considered a possibility 
as coach. 


Cosmos officials were refusing 
_to comment on the reports. 


In their only statement so far, 
they said that Firmani “has been 
relieved of his duties effective 
immediately.” 

“This decision was arrived at 
because the coach and the 
Cosmos’ board of directors could 
not agree on the direction the 
club,” the statement said. 

The announcement also said 
that Firmani’s assistant, Lithua- 
nian born Ray Klivecka, would 
take over as acting coach.
